rf terrorist activity in St. Petersburg 
and in spite of the precautions of 
the police another tragedy may oc- 
cur at any moment. The fighting 
irgtinization is known to have on its 
condemned list thirty persons, head- 
ed by Grand Duke Alexis and Gov- 
ernor General Trepoff, but the police, 
although they have arrested several 
persons with bombs in their posses- 
sion and have taken many suspects 
into custody, have been completely 
baffled, in their efforts to discover 
the invisible hand which is directing 
the campaign of the terrorists. The 
police theory continues to be that 
:he central organization of those en- 
gaged in 
the conspiracies are 
at 


Geneva and Paris and that the men 
arre^ed in Russia are agents selected 
to execute the sentences. When ar- 
r*sted the agents invariably axe true 
to tiheir oaths and refuse to divulge 
anything, no matter to what ordeal 
they fire subjected. 


FOILED A PLOT.

BOMBS WEBE SEIZED.

CHANGE IS MAGICAL. 


Above the ruins of the St. Paul's 


church destroyed by 
fire 
on the 


morning of December 3, 1903, the 
skill of the craftsman has worked a 
wonderful transformation. 
Utiliz- 


ing such portions of th« walls of the 
old diurch as were available, 
the 


artist in brick, in stone, in wood, in 
metal, in glass and in decoration has 
reared a temple 
that 
is entirely 


worthy the congregation for which it 
provides a church home and worthy 
of the handsome city in. which it 
stands. In esterior outline the new 
edifice is an almost exact duplicate 
of the burned building. In the in- 
terior there is much that is 
beautiful and more modern thsji be- 
fore. Por months dozens of skilled 
mechanics have collaborated in the 
transformation, and it will require 
almost every intervening hour before 
the dedication to place the finishing 
touches upon the structure. 


EXPENDITURE OF $70,000. 


The rebuilt church represents an 


expenditure of fully $70,000 in ad- 
dition to the investment previously 
made and utilized in. the way of site 
and walls of the former building. In- 
cluded in this new expenditure, how- 
ever, is a superb steam heating plant 
costing about $16,000, which sup- 
jlies heat to th« church, the school 
juilding across the street, and the 
residences of Rev. J. W. Miller, the 
pastor, and the teachers of the school. 
The plant is the Webster system of 
steam heating, identical in plan with 
that used for the court house, and it 
was installed from plans by Theodore 
Weinschenk, of Chicago. The boilers 
and pumps are located in a station 
erected a short distance north of the 
church.

FINEST ORGAN IN STATE. 


The organ in the new St. Paul's 


church is said to be by all odds th« 
finest instrument of its kind in In- 
diana, It.oosi-al>out $6,OOO and i 
milt by th* Marshall-Bennett com- 
sany, of Molina, HI., under the per- 
sonal supervision . of W. H. 
organist at th« First Presbyterian 
church at Indiftn^aipolis, who was em- 
ployed by St. Paul's congregation as 
supervising architect for the organ. 
Mr, Donley, who is widielyrecognized 
as a» aut&oiity upon everv. phase oi 
)ipe-organ building .as well as a 
skilled manipulator 
of the instru- 


ment, has watched closely the ma- 
terial, the workmanship and the in- 
stallation of the instrument. 
The 


organ is of the two-manual type. 
equipped with, thirty speaking stops 
md eight pneumatic couplers, as well 
s other modern -appliances by which 
the capacity of the 
instrument is 


p-eatly increased. There are a total

New York, April 1.—The Standard

dent, director and one of the large 
stockholders in the Standard . com- 
pany, yesterday issued a statement

feel ashamed .to accept them. 


The statement by Mr. Rogers, evi- 


lently prompted by the discussion of 


the gift of f 100,000 to the prudential 
committee of the American Board of 
Foreign Missions, says:

Washington Gladden says everybody 
knows that John D. Rockefeller has 
obtained 
his 
money 
dishonestly. 


With as much reason I could say 
that everybody knows that Dr. Glad- 
den would not trust 
the ten com- 


mandments for ten days with the 
deacons-of his church because they 
would surely break some of them, 
and bend the rest. 


IN DEFENSE OF REBATES. 
"Slavery in certain sections of the 


United States was legal until Presi- 
dent Lincoln's emancipation procla- 
mation. Rebates on railroads were 
just as legal until the passage of the 
interstate commerce commission act. 
After an exhaustive examination by 
the industrial commission authorized 
by congress June 18, 1898, in a re- 
view of evidence the commission re- 
ported as follows: 


; 'It has been charged as a matter 
general belief on the part of al- 


most all the opponents of the Stand- 
ard Oil company that these discrim- 
inations in various forms have been 
continually received, even up to date. 
On the other hand, these charges 
have been denied in toto and most 
emphatically by every representa- 
tive of the Standard Oil company 
with reference to all cases excepting 
one, which they claim was a mistake,

promptly paid on discovery of the 
error. 
The Standard Oil company 


not merely challenged the opponents 
to bring forth proof, of any case, but 
produced many letters from leading 
officials of railroads-to show that the 
company had in no case received any 
favors or asked for them.' " 


SAW NO HARM IN GIFT. " 


It became known today, that prior 


to the flnal'action "by -the.prudential 
committee of the American Board of 
Commissioners of Foreign Missions 
in accepting the $100,000 from Mr. 
Rockefeller a number of prominent' 
members of the board at a meeting 
in this city considered the matter at 
length.. As a result the' parties to 
the conference issued a statement in 
which they -declared that they did 
not consider that the acceptance of 
the gift would compromise the board 
in any way.

Wallace, chief engineer ot the canal, 
who will be given paramount author- 
ity ijj connection with canal construc- 
tion; and William Barclay Parsons 
and William H. Burr, both members 
of the old commission. Horace Or.

Pacific railroad, and Col. Clarence Ed- 
wards, cbint of the bureau of insular 
affairs, also have been suggested for 
appointment as members. 


Although it generally was under-

The blaze in the wall paper house 


was discovered upon the second floor 
at tb.e rear of the building by a boy 
employed there, and is presumed to 
have originated from a stove pipe 
which passes through, the floor at 
tliis point. The basement and ..three 
floors of the building were packed 
full of vail paper, paints, oils and 
decorative material of every • kind, 
and the .flames had seized upon the 
racks of wail paper af the rear ot 
the second floor, and wan mounting 
to. the top floor before the firemen 
reached the scene.

BIRDS—FRIENDS OB FOES? 


'By Clinton M. Shultz. 


(The Associated Farm Press. Copy- 


right 1905.) 


Some birds do more 
good than 


harm, others are pests. 
The man 


•who is really qualified to judge as to 
whether they do more good by eating 
insects than they do harm by destroy- 
ing fruit, grain anfl /egetables, is he 
•who grows +iiose things and whose 
experience is obtained at short rtn»g«. 


Scientists have recently made ex- 


haustive examinations of stomachs of 
different birds in order to find out 
just what they eat. and out of the 
mass of testimony produced it may 
be seen that where some birds do a 
great deal of good, others do an im- 
mense amount of harm aod "war must 
be wiiged on them to prevent the de- 
struction of certain kinds of fruit. 


The English sparrow lives almost 


entirely on insects, but they cause ft 
great deal of damage to the tender 
buds of flowers and vegetables in tiho 
early spring. This is notable in the 
south, where tender shoots appear 
immediately after the snow has left 
the ground and when the birds are 
ravenous after 
long 
fasting. 
A 


friend in Richmond, Va., this spring 
elbowed me how the sparrows h*d 
completely destroyed the first shoots 
of her sweet peas and nearly every 
Other green* thing 
in her garden. 


They attack buds and shoots the in- 
stant they appear and often actually 
dig them out of the ground. To the 
credit of the sparrow it may be said 
that as soon as the bugs begin to get 
busy in gardens th« birds abandon 
.Hie vegetables and live almost entire- 
ly on insects. A nock of one hundred 
sparrows will d«stroy two or three 
pounds of ii/sects in one day. 


Doves live almost entirely upon the 


seeds of weeds.» The stomach of one 
of these birds contained 7,500 seeds 
of the yellow wood sorrel, -while an- 
other contained 9,700 
seeds from 


seven varieties of weeds. 


The cedar bird is a great nuisance 


and practical fruit 
growers know 


that it is almost impossible to grow 
grapes and cherries where many of 


. them exist. One-half dozen will de- 


stroy all 'the fruit on a cherry tree 
in less than two days. 
They are 


great pigs and tihe shotgun is the 
only remedy for them. 


The oriole, 
which i=, one of our 


sweetest angers, is another 
gour- 


mand that works havoc among th« 
cherry trees and grape vines. Al- 
though it is a great pity, there is 
nothing left for the fruit grower but

Some farmers whose work Is con- 


fined to newspaper offices in the cities 
have written a great deal of nonsense 
about protecting fruit by planting 
mulberry and other trees that grow 
wild fruit, on tihe theory that the 
birds will politely dine off them and 
let the cultivated fruit alone. The 
fact is that the cedar bird, the robin 
and the oriole will 
never touch a 


mulberry or any other wild fruit as 
lonig as there is a cherry, grape or 
blackberry in sight. 


Farmers who do not raise fruit will 


do well to let the birds alone, as most 
of them live almost entirely on in- 
Eects and 
weed seeds. 
Even Jim 


Crow, that despised feathered out- 
cast, destroys an immense number 
of insects and the verdict of close 
observers is decidedly in his favor. 
It is true that during a brief season 
he will destroy corn in the field, but 
they are many ways of fighting him 
away until the danger period is over. 
Then if he is allowed to return he 
will feed himself every day with in- 
Bects and seeds that "never will be 
missed." 


The meadow lark sometimes pulls 


sprouting grain r.nd has a fondness 
for clover seed, but the entrancing 
sweetness of its s-ongs entitles it to 
protection.

greater losses than all the fires in 
city or country, would reduce the 
products of the farm, garden and 
orchard fully 50 per cent, within ten 
years. 


Jones doesn't sell his calves, but 


buys Smith's calves. 
He 
doesn't 


feed his separated milk to the hogs; 
Ire feeds it to his calves, including 
what he bought of Smith and others, 
till he averages about two calves per 


cow. 
He supplements it with oats, 


oil meal, corn meal, etc., and the fall 
after they are yearlings they weigh 
700 to 800 pounds, while he is churn- 
ing and selling his butter much after 
the manner of Smith.

MEAL FROM CORN HEARTS.

Germ oil meal, which really con-

roots are ndt too much ' disturbed. 
This is best done by using the heavy, 
oiled-paper pots. 
If they are not 


available, use 
pasteboard 
boxes, 


paper-lined strawberry baskets, or 
even boxes divided into partitions 
with strips of wood or pasteboard. 
Breakfast food pasteboard boxes are 
ideal for large tomato plants and 
hills of melons, as the paper can be 
torn away without breaking down 
the side before filling with earth, 
thus making it possible to remove 
the growing plant without'disturb- 
ing the roots.

The 
largest station ships about two thou- 
sand gallons of cream a week. Six 
special cars loaded with cream art* 
received on the tracks at the cream- 
ery each'day, lesides the hundreds 
cf cans handled by the express com 
panics. 


Two of the longest shipments are 


made from the receiving station ai 
Mead, Mead county,. Kan., a distance 
by rail from Topeka of 301 and from 
the station at Burlinjton, Kit Carsoii 
county, Cal., 401 miles from Topeka. 
The cream is pastucrteed at each sta- 
tion as it is received. The process oi 
pastuerizing is carried on in a large 
machine which heats the cream to a 
temperature of 190 degrees, and then 
quickly cools it. 
To heat the cream 


without burning requires that it be 
kept in constant agitation, and a con- 
tinuous flow through'the pasteurizer 
is maintained. After being heated, 
the temperature of the cream is r<*- 
luced to 60 degrees. It is then ready 
for shipment. 


When the cream is recei o-ed at the 


creamery it is immediately weighed. 
From the scales the cream flows, over 
a tubular cooler which brinj.i all the 
cream to a uniform temperature. 
When the cream is pastuerizea tha 
lactic -germ is sacrificed for the sake 
of purity. Before butter can be made 
the lactic germ, necessary to the se- 
curing of the proper acidity or soui- 
ing of tfie cream, must be developed. 
Fiom the cooler the cream passes to 
the ripening vats, thirty-eight in 
number, arid each with a capacity or 
300 gallons. In the vats is carried 
on the process of developing the lac- 
tic germ or souring. A small amount 
of milk, in which the lactic germ it 
well developed, is poured into each 
vait and is thoroughly - mixed with 
the cream by a revolving 'dasher. 
To mix the "starter" 
thoroughly 


with the cream and produce,the de- 
sired acidity requires about three 
hours; 
A chemical) test determines 


when the cream is ready 
for the 


churn. 


From the ripening vats the cream 


passes to the churns, 10 in number, 
and each having a capacity of eight 
hundred pounds of butter at a churn- 
ing. 
Each churn holds 300 gallons 


of cream. To bring butter requires 
about half an hour. When the churn- 
ing is completed the salt and ..coloring1 


is added. The butrens tien-"worked"

The 
contents of the bottles are preserved 
with bichloride of mercury.

month a report is made 
from the 


testroom on the percentage of butter- 
fat in the cream from each patron, 
as found by the Bahcock test. Thu 
farmer is paid for his cream accord- 
ing to the amount of butter-fat 
it 


contains. The New York butter mar- 
ket controls the price paid for th« 
cream. The farmers 
receive ' 2}g 


cents a pound less for the butter-fat 
than' the market price, a pound, for 
creamery butter. The farmer who 
keeps the best dairy herd and keeps 
it in the best condition is the ont* 
whose profits are the largest.

How it is Carried On at.the Model 


Farm at Flourtown. 
(Rev. T. S. Deithrich.) 


The agrostologist from Washington, 


D. C., an official of the United Statea 
Government, recently visited the 
farm and.dairy at Flourtown, intend- 
ing to remain from.one train.to an- 
other, but instead of doing the small 
farm and dairy in so short a time, 
spent a day and a half observing the 
methods in use.

Many farmers believe 
that Dr.
